Londen, Wednesday, August 7, 18292.—Yesterday bis Majes- 
ty closed a long end busy, and in some respects, ao important Res- 
sion of Parliament. The Speech of his Majesty is chiefly re- 
markable for ite brevity. It contains nothing thai has not been 
anticipated. The anxiety expressed, io that part of it respecting 
Trelead, to anite in brotherly love and affection all classes and 
descriptions of his subjects, is generous feeling, worthy 
of a British Sovereign, The misfertancs of the Irish woald soon 
cease, could they be affected by any personal sacrifice which bis 
Mojeaty coold make. The Session commenced on the Sih of 
Pebeuary. It bas proved a long and laborious one; we do 
not recollect any which predeced such incessant debate. All 
thie labour, we are happy to sar, bas not been in vein, [i has 
proved thet by patience and perseverance treth mast finally pre- 
veil under the most adverse circumstances. At the commence- 
ment of the Session, Lerd Londeaderry deciered in bis place 
in the Hoeee, that “if the whole mass of taxes could be swept 
away at once, it would have no material infeence in relieving 
the distresees of the pation.” Discussion ia the House has ena- 
bled him te correct that error, and to advise bis Majesty, ia bis 
8 cech from the Throne, to aseere bis Commons, that it ie mest 
grvtifving to bie that they have been enabled te relieve his pee- 
ple from some of thei¢ bardens 


The commercial interests of the country have been treated ia 
8 spirit, ahich, we Wasi, is the precursor of that freedom of trade, 
whieh, from ibe superiority and the cheapoces of ous manulac- 
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tures must be te oor advantage; and itis due to ministers to 
state, thet their views on the subject have been in some degree 
thwarted by the narrow jealousies of Parliament, and a clameur 
raised oat of doors. Had it not been for this, the Bill brought 
into Parliament by Mr, Wallace, and called the Warehousing 
Rill, would have passed thie Session, instead of deferring it to 
the next. Thies Bill, by allowing foreign goods te be warchous- 
ed in English ports, would make Bogland the entrepot of the 
Commeree of the world, and give us ne inconsiderable share of 
the carrying (trade. 

Parliament which has been thas altentive to the commereial, 
has not altogether wegiecied the Agricultural luterests of the 
country, #0 far, at least, as enquiry goes; but it wee found, as it 
ever must be, that to attempt paliiatives io such a ease would el- 
ther be inefficient, or produce @ re-action: and restrictive lawe 
for regulating the price of foed, bave wever been found prowdue- 
tive of general advantage. Parliament attended te the agricul. 
toral Petitions—heard ell the remedies proposed by the Members, 
pasecd such a law as they conceived necessary, but foend, thet 
ell they could do, was got not to aggravate that distress, which 
it was impossible to relieve.

Fires in Germany. — Fires are becoming dreadfally numerous 
in Germany. The town of Guas, io Styria, was barnt on the 14th 
of June. The wind blew with each fery, that nearly all the 
houses were in Games in & quarter of an hoer, A great number 
of the inhabitants were injared. Nothing was saved bat the 
church and a few heases. At Danizic theré bave been one hun- 
dred fires since the tet ef Janeary, which have destroyed 250 
buildings, issared for 100,000 erowns.—At Coburg, « fire broke 
oat ia the little town of Bisseld, which, owt of 375 houses, has 
left ealy eight standing.

In the river Civde 
alene, iseludiag Ove not qaite boished building at Glasgow, there 
are ne less than thirty-six steam boats plying,

scem@ed to have been receatiy discharged, for the lock was dowa, 
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He did not bear any report, thoagh the other servants did. His 
master was not dressed: be had bis drawers aad mornieg cap 
on.—Mr. Draper, Sargeon, of St. Mary-Axe, anid, that.en o vug 
ealled ia, on Wednesday moraing, he found Mr. Laglis, oo bis bed, 
qaite dead, from the wound of a pistol ball, Is had entered the 
pit of the stomach, penetrated thowch the bedy, and came oat 
betweea the 7th and Gh ribs, He afterwards foand the bali ia 
the lid of the water closet. He bad before attended Mr. Togtis, 
who was ia a weak. nervoas, and debilitated state, anl deprossed 
ia spirits —Mr. Taglis, another surgeon, corroborated this teati- 
mony.—Miss Mary Loglie, sister of the deceased, said that he 
had laboured under great depression of spirits for the last sevea 
months. “Oa Tuesday (she continued) I went dowa to Woat- 
minster, to see the King go to Parliament, aad I returned about 
foar o'clock.” Mr. Inglis was thea walking about the parlour, 
he looked very wildly at mo, and appeared (o be quite delirives. 
He kept watking up and dows the room. fT tried to atiract bis 
attention, but I could aot. He took ap a hook when I spoke to 
him, feoked at it, read it for a minute, throw it away, and then 
left the room without speaking. le afterwards came into dinner 
—dined with me, and left the room without addressiog me, I 
recollcet also that the riaging of the great bell aad the shatting of 
the deor agitated him yioleatly, Wheo he beard them, he Mart- 
ed from the sofa, aad said “ he coald noi stand it any longer; 
people bad ne compassion for bis feelings: be mast have the gates 
asiled op.” He was aleo fretted whh trifling eiroamstances, 
which woeld not have at all affected him when bis miad was more 
vigerous. He shrank away frem anybody who came into the 
parloar whea he was having hiasoup, and seemod to be pariiou- 
larly averse to the presence of any ladies whe came te see me, 
Aboat three weeks ago be came inte the parlour, and after 
locking wildly at ws all, eskod as if wo were well, saying that he 
himectf had cortaialy been poisoned. He said that he did not 
know whether it was bis soup or bie gruel that bad polsened 
him ; bat one ofthem bad. Me could have bad no sound reason 
for eutertaining any such idea, Seeing these ciroamstances, 
wich were very different from anything I had ever previously 
ebserved in my brother, I asked him if anything disiressed 
him? He replied that there wae nothing thet he wee aware of, 
My brother had a fall about @ fortnight ago—T thiak he has never 
been well since, My brother bas had a bowel complaiat during 
the greater part of bie life. Tet had latterly consed: bis hoad was 
in consequeuce affcoted, and he beeawe more and more norvous.” 
—Miss Toglie then withdrew,—A short discussion pow ensued, 
when the Coroner said, that as a wish had been intimated to have 
Mr. James Taglis examined, it wae a6 well to have that gentleman 
onlled in, —Mr, James Ioagiis, son of the, doeoased, was then ia 
tredaced and sworn, “I have come te the same epiaion,” he 
eald, “with the leat witness, from observations which I made 
upon the eondect of my father for somo time past. On last Moo- 
day in particolar, I was sitting with bim inthe afternoon, talking 
aboot his business jn our asaal way, when, happening ia the 
course of conversation to toueh Opon « particular thing, he sud- 
dealy started ap, ina way in which I bad never seen him beloro, 
aad looked at me quite wildly. Uhave been since convinced, from 
what afierwards ocurred, that thie was a paronyem. He had 
been for a considerable time back im « state of great montal 
depression, partienlarly sinee the death of bislast wile; that 
event, together with my brother Robert's going to Lodie, preyed 
very mach apon bis spirits, whieh remained jae state of great 
dejection ever since.” The Jusy pow expressed their pertoct 
satisfaction, and the witness then withdrew—Verdiet, “ that 
the deceased had come by his death in cousequcuce of having shot 
himec!f with a piste! ballet, while acting ander the influence of 
mental insanity, "—[ft has beep stated ia some of the Papers 
that Mr. Teclis was a partacr with Mr, Biliee, M. P. This 
is a mistake, Mr. Ellice having retired from the beuse twe or 
three years ago.

ed end prepared for the public eye. In the mean time we intend from 
time te time as ether claims on cor spere permit, te sabmit to ear rea. 
dere some interesting extracts from a DIS. Jearnal sow in oar posses. 
sion, which was kept by @ person whe lately visited Siam, Cochin-China

Nee. 17.—VYesterday morning we came te on anchor in Singapore 
Reads, after a voyage of 17 days from Turan Ray. We fonnd several 
Ghipe at this place, and amongst others, the Tee, Sleop-of.war, and the 
Brig Puck, which was to Siam, chen we were there, and which hed 
arvived here ouly a few days before ws, Sim T. 8. Raveres, was like. 
wise here; ent the camber of Bhippleg was more considerable than 
when we were here before, so that the place exhibited a0 oenseally gay 
appearsore, Prom Capt. Smith aed Mr. Storm, we learned, that after 
we had left Siem, and just as they were ready te sail, they were trest- 
ed in a most brotal manner by the Siamese. The circumstances are as 
fellews:— 

On the orrivel of the Paaerz io Siem, a horse was presented te the 
Kiog, which after he bad detained it for near 3 mooths, H. M. thought 
proper tereturn, Captain Smich not having room en board for the horee, 
and being likewise withoe! provisions for bim, sent on shore and killed 
him. At the seme tim ne notice was teken of thie effeir, and a few 
deve after thie, the two Gentlemen were levited to visit the 
Prince Kiremebiat, whe received them with more then ordinary 
rivility. After come time he left the room, sod come of the 
Chiefs whe were presest, mosied the enijert of the herse In 
very intemperate terms. Upon thie they prepared to depart, bet et 
this momrat a nember of catives rashed inte the room, and besting and 
kicking them most brateily, left them insensibie. Uyon rereveriag, they 
forad themerives denbiy iremed, and in thig tate weret kon before the 
Prab Kiseg, whe informed them that “this was asperimen of what the 
Siamese could do.” la this state they were kewt for fear days, endian 
the mean time, erdere were sent tothe chief officer of the Bip te drep 
dows the river to Pak nam; which be did, guarded by 0 creat samber 
of armed bests and jowks, aed here the Bismese refeed te retarn the 
Ship's gees, which had bere sent on shore at the time the vessel went ap 
te the city aceerdingte eestem. At this place Mr. Srorm and Capt. 
Beuth woresrat on beard, but the Siemere refaced te farsish « pilet ie 
take ent the chip, aad im conseqerare she lay for wine days cen the her 
ecrened, enableto get ove eatil the eext spring tides. ledenendent of 
(hese ontrages, the Siamese Goveramrn! sbi ged (bese geotlemen to pay 
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for their retara cargo at mest exearbitent priees, would not allow them te 
collect their oatstanding debts, aad detained their Muassulman interpre. 
ter breaght by them ie the Paamwre. At the time thie eessel left Siem, 
there were three other weesels lying lo the river, all belonging to Briticn 
subjects, but eo of which were under the Portageese flag, The com- 
manders of two of these had rendered themecives highle obnoxious to 
the Siamese Goveromeat, by assisting the Prawix, notwithstanding all 
orders te the contrary, and as cae of them was ready to sail when this ship 
left, and has not yet arrived, it is bat (ee probable that they have been 
treated in a similar manner by the Siamese, and serious apprehensions are 
accordingly entertained on their account. 


New. 24.—Verterday weleft Singapore in prosecation of our wore 
age te Bengsl. The place we have just left has wadergone very many al- 
terations and improvements since we last saw it, Both as it regards the 
town and its agricelieral laterests, and may withont any doubt be pra 
peenced as the most flourishing settlement ef any Evrepeae nation in 
the Kast. We hadin consequence of the Baeness of the weather an 
excelleat eppertanity ef enjoring the delightful scenery among the 
numerous islands wear to Singapore. 


Nee. 26.—Daring the whale of vesterday we were advancing on 
eur course, The mountains called by Earepeans, Formosa, and Mar, 
and Mora, were in sight ia the morning, end la the eveging the Water 
Telands a little to the Seath of Malacea, and Moant Opbir, a+ it ise eatied 
by Barepeans, or Ganing Redang. by che Malays. The territories in- 
land of Malacea are bounded by this monntain, which ine strait line is 
about 30 miles from the town. Cape Rachado, the northere benndary 
was visible thie morning, se that we passed Malecea inthe night, Oa 
the other cide the low coast of Samatra, was clearly distingnished, the 
straits here not being above 30 miles wide, Te the coarse of today we 
epeke twe vessels, one the Honarisa, @ brie from Madras, and last 
from Penang, and the ether the Englich free trader Dapawe, lest 
from Penang te Manilla, She wae freighted by a number of eative 
merchents. and jaan early inetance of British fiee-traders condacting « 
commerce from one pert of India to another, I was given to vader. 
stand thet she hed en beard erveral passengers, and among ethers, a 
geatieman from Trincomalee, about tosettic withhis family at Singapore, 


Neo. 98,—The Tilands called in the Farepean charts Pule Sambi. 
lang, property Sambilen er the Nine Lelawde, were lw right lest nigh: and 
early thie ensroiag, the Dingding, or Pulo Pangkor were quite cles: ie 
us, About 3 o'clock we had catered the fiee harbour formed by these 
islands and the main lend and « large party of as landed en that ealled 
the Little Dingding. The piece at which we landed was fine small 
bay, late which «fine clear stream of excellent fresh water empties it. 
self, Ata little distance from this on the Soath side are the remeins of 
the old Datch port, built eapressly te defend the tradeef Pers, Tire 
sole article of trade obteined from it by the Dutch wee Tie, whieh at 
present is sent te Siam. Prom the astare of the soll, and the bow state of 
society in thie eoantry, the metal is not extracted from the ere hat with 
great difficulty, and the most eapenesive proresses, aod even ander Pere. 
pean management, vo advantage could, from these ciroumstences, be 
derived from the presence of this metal. The River of Pers, empties 
itself inte this channel nearly opposite ta where we landed, contidering 
that it has been abandoned for apwarde of 140 yours, there rains are in 
an eucellent state of preservation. The reef is destroyed, but the wails 
sre still in good condition end enormous trers of ihe Ag kind have 
clambered wp them, aed probably serve to hold them together, The 
fort be o square brick bailding, with feop holes for masquetry aud ean. 
non, and ic a littheelevated shove the carrenading country. Clese to lt on 
beth sides of the etream are evident marks of encompments or tempora- 
ry baildiogs, and most likely are the remains of the Detech Government 
howre, which Dampier says, once stood in this plere.

below it, is aw laoractioable mase of granite, The lad en the opposite 
mais is equally impracticable for cultivation. [is appearanre is down 
to the very water's edger, steep; barren and inhospitable. Ic is covered 
with bigh trees, beatin these countries thie ie ne preef of fertility, for 
the most barren islands that we heve seen, ned there en whic \t was 
most impossible te presecate any agricultural labours, are likewier thas 
covered te their very tops, We saw marks of recent fires, which evi- 
dentiv showed that the islead hed lately been frequented. The isieed 
ahownds with wild hore, one of which wesaw, and many fovtsseps evi- 
dently proving them to be of « large race. 


Dee 32. —We artived to day in Poeneng berboor, baving entered it 
br the Boath channel. The entrance to it from thie quarter is hi ghiy 
besstital and romantic. Many small islands with fae esndy hays, 
revered '« th-ir commits with trees, are seatiered shout in every direcs 
tion, while the water smooth as 8 lake, is scarcely ruffled by the passing 
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Shipping Departures.
